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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-14, drawn to an imaging forming apparatus, classified in class 399, 
subclass 407. 

II. Claims 15-19, drawn to an imaging forming apparatus, classified in class 399, 
subclass 405. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such as being used in a 
sheet handling apparatus for selectively directing sheets to one of the plurality of sheet 
conveyance paths based on their size, weight, etc. See MPEP § 806.05(d).
